"Electricity on the Farm. 


With all that has been accomplished 


within the past few years and is con- 
atantly being accomplished ip the way 
of applying electricity to the facilitat- 
ing of human labor in its multifarious 
directions, It is hardly probable that 
the farmer has realized that this agency 
was destined in the near future to be- 
come a valuable aid in the perform- 
ance of farm labor, and that its use 
will undoubtedly be thoroughly practi- 
cable, yet such an idea is promulgated 
by the Electrician which says: "Eleo- 
tticity will no donbt be largely used 
within the near future on the large 
tarms and colonies of onr country. Il 
will do service both as a motive power 
•and an illuminator—actually making 
•aight day, and thus enabling the farm- 
er to harvest in half the usual time. 
Steam engines have been largely used 
of late years ia the various processes 
of agriculture. Without them, in fact, 
the cultivation of 
the large 
farms 


would not be possible 
Bat while the 


applications of the electric motor to 
farm work will bs most varied, it is as 
jan illuminating power that it will do 
services that will be as great as they 
are peculiar and unparalleled." 
The 


journal referred to then briefly explains 
that the illumination of harvest fields 
may be easily accomplished. Gener- 
ating machines may be placed in an 
outhouse and power supplied by 
small engine. The conducting wires 
•may be carried to a few posts sot at 
convenient dis'tances in largo fields and 
upon each post can be placed an elec- 
tric lamp with a reflector. The cost of 
•such an arrangement might seem to the 
average farmer to be too great to be con- 
templated, but on farms of sufficient 
size when economizing of time in the 
larger operations would more than off- 
eet the labor of several men, especially 
when labor is high, there can be no 
doubt that the utilization of electricity 
in this direction will more than pay for 
itself.

The 
scientific theory of quicksands as^wfpU 
lows':' Quartz^ 'whicjjf is the principal 
component of Hand and gravel beds »nd 
a concomitant of the detritus brought 
down from the mountains by the Trnc- 
kee, has a specific gravity of -from 2.2 
to 2.7, averaging about 2.5, so when 
submerged in water it loses practically 
two*n«hs c^-ite-weight. ; QuioksanOs 
ocijn'r only wfce're th~e material has"been 
deposited suddenly and in large quan- 
tities, so as not to give time for tbe peb- 
bles and grains of sand to settle down 
into a compact mass.

arrangement of the particles, partially

they would settle closer together if first 
thrown loosely into a vessel and after- 
wards shaken.

WhoreTOr£iiia^Ciil::,aeposited a 
little at a time, and under pressure, as 
is always the case, en a river beach 
which is not exposed to strong .currents, 
it will be found firmly packed, beaten 
down by the continuous hammering of 
the waves which have conveyed it there. 
Some of the swift flowing streams in tho 
East, notably tbe Wabaah in ludiaira 
and the Lampesas in Texas, are perfect 
terrors for quicksands. Swimmers here 
should keep to Ihe old ground and not 
venture in the river at new and unfre- 
quented places, otherwise they might 
take an involuntary sand and mud bath 
up to their ears.
